Dear Marc: 

'llu* jub of the locksmith is to solve 
our customer's security problems. 

H * llic National Lacksmilli 



This statement may seem to be 
self-evident, hut it is so e?isy to ^el 
tang hi up in ibe rem line r>[ sioinji from 
call lo call that we can forget this. 
When a customer calls us to provide 
an answer to his security needs, it is 
our resjKnisihility lo make sure that 
In* is asking the proper questions. 

Here are three common examples: 
A homeowner calls us lo rekey his 
house. A sm Jill businessman wants his 
employee entrance rekcyed. A 
minister wants a new lock for l he door 
to the church office. 

These situations may seem to be 
pretty straightforward, but is this whal 
the customer really needs? If you go 
out and do only what the customer 
requested, Eire you really solving their 
problems? "Ibe more professional 
approach would be to hud mil not only 
whal they want, bul also what they are 
trying I o accomplish. 

My asking some basic quest ions 
you can find the reason for their 
requests. The homeowner's leena^cr 
keeps losing ibe key. The small 
businessman wants his employees to 
have free access, but is concerned 
about unau I horded people entering. 
'ilse church has lost track of how 
many master keys are. out. 

These are not unusual situations. 
How would you solve them? For the 
homeowner, a better solution might 
be the installation of a keyless lock. 
The small businessman might be 
bolter served with a high security 
cylinder, In some applications, an 
access control lock or card reader 
would be more appropriate The 
church may be best off with a new 
master key system. 

The point is lo look for lonjHerm 
solutions r ruber than the quick fix. 
Additionally, while you are on-site. 
take the time to locate and point out 
other potential security and life safety 
risks. A. few solutions for improving 
security which also bring you added 
sales are:.,. For the homeowner 
...auxiliary lucks or charley-bars for 
patio doors, deadboltsor surface bolts 



for basement doors (to prevent small 
children from opening the door), 
window locks, alarm systems, 
changing the frequency of the 
overhead garage door opener (a very 
simple procedure). 

..,For commercial/ ifidiislri.il 
customers...laieh guards for eftlerw 
doors, high security cylinders, access 
etjnirol locks, stand-alone exit alarm 
locks, exit devices on high traffic 
doors, dummy cylinders for doors 
where access from outside is not 
required, heavy-duty dcadbolls for 
warehouse doors, alarm Kleins. . 

This list could go oil and on, bin 
these are just suggestions. It is your 
job lo find a product which will fit the 
particular situation. High pressure 
sales tactics are no! required and 
should tie avoided r The customer will 
no! always give you the approval to 
correct these problems, tin I lhev arc 
now aware of them. "Iliey will 
rceotfuitfe that you liave their security 
needs in mind and will remember this 
next lime they need a locksmith- 

The nexl time I he phone tings,, 
remember that you are not then* to 
just service a lock: you are there to 
service a customer.

December's Best Tip 

"This is a teehmtip that describes. 
a in.ei.hod of removing mortise 
cylinders that have malfunctioned 
or which arc not economical to 
defeat by conventional methods. 
This Tedinitip allows the locksmith 
Eo remove a high security cylinder 
without obvious Off serious damage 
to the surrounding wood or metal 
trim. I^i is is a wrenching tool (hat 
will not damage the door. Having 
used the tool a number of times 
with good success, 1 feel that it 
would be a safe alternative for most 
IcK'ksmiths that are faced with the 
need to remove: a mortise cylinder 

[lustration one shows two large 
washers. Washer umber oae is a 
template. Washer number I wo is the 
force tooL Ta make the tool s you 
will need two large diameter heavy 
steel washers, The washers are 
clamped together and (he locating 
linlrs ilrilktl lJiiiiij,L',li lmih at Xhv 
same time. Drill two 1/16" holes 
through the pair, 3/4" apart, as you 
see in Washer #1. This completes 
washer number one, and accurately 
lays out the hole pattern for washer

number tw T o, at the same time. 
Enlarge the 1/16" pilot holes in 
washer number two to 3/16 11 and 
hand file the center hole to accept a 
3/8* square drive ratchet or breaker 
bar. You will also need a couple of 
3/16" drive pins. 

To use the tool, place the 

template washer over the lock 

i.-ylinnVr. s-jiicL drill Iwo 1/16" holes

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into the face, of the lock cylinder. 
You may waul to drill the first 
hole, and place a 1/16" pin 
through the template, in in the 
drilled hole, to prevent the 
template (ram shifting as yon drill 
the second hole. This will insure 
that the hole layout is accurate. 
Remove the template and enlarge 
the 1/1F holes to 3/16". Place 
the second tool, the force tool* 
over the drilled holes, and drive 
the roll pins through the tool and 
into the face of the lock cylinder 
Insert the 3/g* breaker bar into 
the square hole of the Loo I. Apply 
turning" torque, in a clockwise 
direction, then counterclockwise. 
Tins will cause the set screw of an 
Adams Rite lock to either break 
or be forced out of its Ihreads. 
Use this back and forth motion to 
unseErt the set screw before you 
begin to unscrew the cylinder 
TTiis will help to prevent damage 
to the threads of the lock case. In 
the case of other mortise lockset*. 
the cylinder retaining fork may be 
fractured, or the screw tip 
deformed by this rocking motion. 
When you feel that the retainer ia 
as loose as it's goinj? lo get, 
unscrew the cylinder from the 
door, L"se a mortise cylinder 
thread chasing tap, in the hick 
case, to repair any damage done 
by forcing, Lhe cylinder, 

A third hole may be drilled in 
the force tool, at the edge of Lhe 
cylinder, that would be used as a 
drill guide for s bit to drill off the 
cylinder retaining screw. This 
would help to insure safe removal 
of the cylinder, and further 
reduce the chance of damage to 
the lock case, For some lock 
cases, the third hole could also 
allow a pin punch to punch off the 
cylinder retailing screw. 

This method also allows the 
cylinder and pins to be examined 
after the lock is removed., should 
you waul l.o make a key to fit 
other cylinders in the system

Thi* Technihp concerns the 
service procedures that I have found 
necessary in servicing these locks. 
r rhese locks are used in the teller cash 
stations of a local bank 1~he locks arc 
used on Die bo Id and possibly other 
money or till drawers. 

To remove the lock cylinder, 
(National C8160) t from the bolt 
huushitf (Nalional CS161). you will 
need a cylinder removal key, as shown 
in illustration two. A flat steel blank 
can be used to make the removal key, 
usiiitf the dimensions given in the 
i llu s« rati on, With the lock bolt "up/ in 
the locked position, inserl lhe key in 
back of the bolt housing and turn the 
key ninety decrees clockwise. This 
will release the cylinder. To 
recombinatc the drawer lock, standard 
procedure would be to simply insert a 
new cylinder into the lock body. The 
loch is designed to have the cylinders 
replaced, much as you might replace a 
removable core type cylinder.

To service the cylinder, the plug is 
removed out the rear, To remove the 
plug, the plu£ retainer must first be

tumbler. r Jlie cylinder will hav^ to be 
picked, or the head cut off the 
operating key. Willi lhe plug turned, 
follow it out of the cylinder with a 
hollow ,390 s * follower. The pin 
diameter used in these cylinders is 
,100". A special "small cylinder" 
National Lock pin kil is available to 
service them. There is a brass rotation 
limiting pin in a slot in the end of the 
plug that will drop out as the plug is 
removed. Be careful to observe its 
location and not loose it as you 
remove the plug. Replace il when 
reassembling the cylinder.

T'".is Ti vhniU|j concerns a melhnrt I 
used to fish a wire above a suspended 
ceiling. If you inslall a security system, 
an eleclrie strike or latch release in a 
building which has suspended 
ceilings, this Tip could he a real time 
and labor s?iver. 
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I had to run a wire approximately 

thirty five- feet, over a suspended 
ceiling, To eliminate the necessity of 
removing any number of tiles, and 
moving a ladder through the crowded 
store, I decided to launch a airing 
across the ceiling with a sling shot. 
and use the string to drag the control 
wire above the ceiling. A small 1/4* 
bolt was tJed to the end of a piece of 
kite string, and a heavy rubber band 
used to launch the bolt over the 
ceiling. This, is an old alarm installers 
trick.

Silca Keyblanks Winner 

Our Company in London are 

predominately vehicle lock specialists, 
One of the most difficult jobs we deal 
with is the removal of a Mercedes 
ignition cylinder: Some are removed 
because of damaged or worn 
tumblers, some by reason of lock 
malfunction, and some because of lost 
keys.. Hie hardened lock face must be 
drilled with carbide drill bits, We 
sharpen the bits on four angles, to 
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form a spear type point. Tins allows lis 
to have the greatest grip s as it is near 
impossible Co use a centre punch on 
the hardened lock face, The first tin II 
bits to penetrate the face should be 
about 1/8*, These holes are then 
enlarged to 7/32". They are placed as 
you see in illustration four, above and 
below the key way. To gain the longest 
life from the drill bits, drill both holes 
until they are about to break through 
(he face, before actually breaking 
through. Because of the irre.guhir 
ridge on the underside ol iln- l.;i.k 
face, the drill bits are likely to be 
broken as they break through the 
face.

Once the holes have been drilled 
through the face of the cylinder, the 
tumblers can be shimmed to allow the 
plug to rotate to (he on position. A 
special tension tool should be m ji.de 
lur ibis very large key way, <is most 
conventional tools will be found too 
small for the purpose. With the 
cylinder plug in the on (run) position, 
a looped piece of wire is used to 
depress the bezel nut retaining lugs. 
Both retaining lugs must be 
depressed at the same time, to ^llow 
the bezel nut to be unscrewed and the 
lock cylinder removed. 

This is a very difficult job, buL il can 
be very profitable . All you need is the 
right tools and the determination to 
see the job through.

ESP PICKSET WINNER 

I was railed out to do a job on r d 
1993 Eagle Vision, The key was 
broken off in the ignition. This 
Technitip is the method I used lo 
solve the problem. The '93 Eagle 
Vision, Chrysler Concord, and Dodge 
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Intrepid use the new module ignition 
cylinder 

I tried to remove the broken key hy 
normal mi -thuds, mil decided thai the 
ignition would he much easier to 
service if it were removed. J l1ic large 
retainer is below the column, and the 
cylinder niu^ be in the on |>osilion to 
allow the retainer to he depre&ted. line 
retainer is very large, and the hole it 
fits into lifts a lot of room lo move 
jiround. When L touched the rvi airier it 
would jiggle, so I nied to pry il out with 
two small screw drivers. It tame out Ur 
enough to get a ftrip with a pair of 
needle nose vise grips, ant the grips 
completed the retainer removal, '[lie 
ignition then slid out of ils socket, 
Til ere was no need to drill or deface 
the. column or lock cylinder, unci I was 
easily able to repair the retainer once 
the ignition was out With the ignition 
out of the column, the broken key ■-mis 
jarred loose and hooked out of the 
keyway, A new key was made for the 
cylinder, using the broken key as a 
pattern ¥ and the same cylinder was 
replaced into the auto, (l«se tSOOt'M 
code card X-nH tor these cylinders. 
Card X-59 will not work.} 

The retaining lug on the ignition 
cylinder is held in place by a small llai 
piece of spring sleeL Ext rac ling the 
retainer will bend the spring, but il 
can be easily straightened, and the 
retainer replaced into the ignition 
cylinder. I found no code numbers on 
the ignition cylinder, and a working 
key is required, to disassemble the 
cylinder.

E-Z PULL GM WHEEL PUUfH WINNER 
Many times, when usiittf an under 
window ear opening tool. I find thai 
tbe longesl tools wr!l not have enough 
structural strength to move a si iff lock 
button. Because of the length of some 
of the newer tools, they are at the Limit 
of their strength to move and unlock 
the door. My solution to this problem 
has been to insert a second under 
glass tool into the door, to work 
together with the first, to move the 
button. The second tool might be too 
short to reach a lock bull on which is 
very tow on the inside of the door, hut 
it can hook Or push against the longer 
tool, to move the linkage and unlock 
the door

Otic of the difficulties I have had on 
many of the newer cars, is to find a 
tool long enough and rigid enough to 
reach and actuate the. door lock while 
entering from die. upper rear corner of 
the door. A second problem is to find 
a shield that would protect the 
customers glass and paint work from 
damage by the opening tool. This 
Technitip is one mans solution to 
these problems. The tool that I made 
was fashioned from a 54 b length of 
1/3" X 1/2" mild steel the material 
was sanded and filed to remove any 
sharp edges, painted, and a plastic 
bundle installed on the control end of 
the took This gives the tool a 



professional look. r Ilie tip of the tool 

was ben l at about thirty degrees, five 
inches back from die tip. 

A door protector was made from a 
heavy plastic file folder. The scratch 
proof door edge shield is shown in 
illustration six. A 3" strip of the folder 
whs cut as you see, and the fold 
slotted to allow the opening tool to 
pass through (he shield. A second fold 
wits formed, to prevent the shield from 
being pushed through the edge of the 
door into the car,

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Or all i he tools that raise 
controversy among the locksmith 
trade, none raise such a variety of 
opinions as do force tools. From one 
side, we hear how force tools are the 
tools of the nonprofessional; the 
tinkcrcr, (he hack-man. the 
incompetent. On the other side, many 
view force tools as an effective, fast 
mean to an end - & finished job, a 
happy customer, and a quicker buck. 

Regardless of any particular view, 
force tools form a substantial poll ion 
of the tool market wilhin Ihc trade. 
Therefore, it is critical that we, as 
professionals, understand the limits as 
well as the advantages of using these 
tools. 

There are two warnings inherent 
with the use uf a force tool First, force 
tools are almost never the accepted 
manufacturer method for doing auto 
work (or any other type of work, for 
that matter), oven when it may be less 
risky and more effective than accepcod 
methods. When a force tool is used, it 
is done at the risk of the technician. 
An error in judgment or execution 
may cause some unexpected damage. 
Testing and using a tool before 
putting it into practice allows the user 
to belter anticipate how well the tool 
will work, and what if any precautions 
need lobe taken. 

Second, because force is being used, 
_ there is no guarantee that the job is 
going to he as smooth as envisioned. 
Inconsistencies and changes in the 
tensile and shear strengths in the lock 
materials, as well as variations in 
applying I he tool from one job to the 
next. mc;m dm cwn jobs will inns am 
identical. In some cases the job may 
turn out text book, being completed 
without a single flaw. The next job. 
however, may support a deep needed 
fear thai you really are a dependent 
of Murphy. 

As some general rules, force tools 
should never be used without 
previous, experience and /or practice;

they (like other tools) should never be 
used in ways or on jobs for which they 
;ire not designed: and, when using 
force tools, always have m alternate 
mean* for completing the servicing. 

While there are many force tools 
available to accomplish varying jobs, 
all tend to fall into one of two 
categories: those that remove or 
bypass a shea rime obstruction to allow 
operation or removal of the lock or 
operation of the attached mechanism; 
and those that apply enough pressure 
or force to defeat a shearllnc 
obstruction to allow operation or 
removal of the lock or operation of the 
attached mechanism, 

Shearline in this case includes the 
lines of separation between a lock and 
its housing and the force needed to 
sln\-ir ili<- iv1ai.in-i -■. ■ .-I ,.' n- ■:■! 
whatever means are used for lock or 
plug retention, 

Methods that remove or bypnss a 
shearline obstruction typically drill or 
cut away the tumbler or sidebar 
shearline or the retainer* that hold the 
lock in place* 

Methods typical of defeating a 
shear! sne include extraction tools and 
tools that force turn the lock's plug. 
(WARNING: F.xlreme caution should 
be used whenever using this type of 
force tool. Turning too far can damage 
the sector gear and/or rack on some 
vehicles. It is also recommended Lhai 
the battery be disconnected. Hecause 
a sidebar or tumblers have been 
sheared, the Ignition is prone to stay 
in the "STAKF position until manually 
relumed to the "ON" position. Failure 
in do mi :n;.\ r< sull in starhi dnir.a^c. 

Following w r d small sampling of 
some of the force tools available and 
their use. 

While General Misters eliminated 
iu n it ion lock extraction when 
they introduced their boll retained 
ignition, there is often a need for a fast 
inexpensive way o1 moving the 
vehicle. 



The Side-Kick by Aable Locksmiths 
uses a guide and template to drill and 
remove the sidebar from ihe GM 
ignition, allowing it to he turned using 
a screwdriver, (See photograph 2 J 

To use Lhis tool, remove the wings 
from the face of the lock. (See 
photograph 2.) Before drilling the 
sidebar, the hardened faceplate must 
be removed. Insert the bolesaw guide 
into the keyway, (See photograph 3.) 
1*1 nee the holesaw over (he guide and 
carefully cut away I lie lip holding ihc 
hardened plate in place. (Set 
photograph 4.) Insert a screwdriver 
into the hardened faceplate's keyway 
and pry it out. (See photographs 5 and 
6.) Wjiih the plate removed, place the 
sidebar drill template on the ignition 
and drill for the sidebar. (Ste 
photograph 7.) With the sidebar drilled 
and cleared out of the way, use a 
screwdriver to turn the ignition. 

Another method for forced GM 
ignition turning is the #70 
Magnum Force tool by Lock 
Technology, Inc. "Iliis tool allows lb# 
technician to apply enough force oil 
the plug to shear the sidebar in the 
lock. This tool works on 1979 to 1990 
GM vehicles except the W and F Imly 
(Lock Technology offers separate 
tools for these models), and all 
k ;.:■•, slers with nil columns. 

To use the tool, remove ihe ignition 
wings. The Magnum, similar to a 
socket, fits snuggly over the Ignition 
plug's face. Two studs on [he tool fit 
into accompanying slots in ihr- lock 
face. (See illustration S.) Once the tool 
is securely in place on the ignition, 
usx- a 1/2" ratchet to turn the ignition 
to the "ON" position. Refer to the 
force toul warning given previously. 

Another GM tool by Aable 
Locksmiths is the Persuader GM 
trunk opener, (See phvt&graph 9.) This 
tool is most useful for fast trunk entry 
into GV1 trunks suffering from a 
popped tumble]- retainer, although it 
serves just as well to open GM trunks 
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1. The Side Kick by Anhle Locksmiths 
allows sidebar drilling on the GM 
ignition lock.

11.) Using an open end wrench, apply 
pressure to the tool until the lock 
turns and the trunk opens.

The #GP1 G-Pull by A-l Security 
Manufacturing Corp. is another force 
too] Ibr GM trunk locks. Unlike the 

Persia rier Ibnl force I urns the plug, 
however, this lock forcibly extracts 
the plug from the lock cylinder. 

To use this tool, remove the trunk 
facecap and dusl cover, Screw the G- 
Pull into the top of the lock's keyway. 
Lower the extracting cylinder over the 
lock ami slowly turn the large wing 
nut Once the lock is extracted, a 
screwdriver can reach through the 
lock cylinder and into the latch release 
hub p opening the trunk. (Se§ 
photograph 13,) 

Now. how about the Ford five cut 
ignition. Here, also, there are tools 
thai utilize various methods to 
accomplish ignition removal or plug 
turning, 

The Ford Disc-Out by Aable 
Locksmiths, again uses a holesaw and 
drill guide to remove the hardened 
disk or pellet in front of the shcarlinc. 
The technician is then able to shim 
the lock from the front, (urn the 
ignition plug so that the retaining 
button can be depressed and remove 
the lock. (S$e photograph 14.) 

To use the Disc- Out, remove the 
winged facecap from the ignition. (See 
photograph 15.) Remove the detent 
pin* from [he lock. (See photograph 
16.) 

Place the drill guide in place over 
the front of the lock. (See photograph 
17.) Insert the holesaw and carefully 
start to drill the front of the lock fEice, 
(See photograph 18.) When the drill 
lias finished cutting, use a screwdriver 
to piy the hardened disc away from 
the lock. (See photograph 19.) Next, 
using the provided shims, shim the 
lock from Lhe front (See photograph 
20 1) Once shimmed, turn the ignition 
and depress the retaining button for 
removal.

Some considerations should be 
taken when using this- method. 
Anyone experienced with Ford 
columns is familiar with the plate and 
snap ring that hold the sector gear in 
place at the back of the ignition lock. 
En order for the ignition to be 
removed* the end of the tailpiece must 
be proper ly aligned with the hole in 



I his plate. Under norma! removal 
procedures, the tailpiece is aligned 
once ihe plug has been turned for 
depressing the retaining button. 

Using l lie extractor, however, the 
tailpiece is not turned, and thus, not 
aligned with the hole in the plate. This 
results ill one of three scenarios, hi 
some instances, the tailpiece breaks 
and remain* in place until turned and 
removed with n pliers. Al other times 
flu- whole |i1i.l>t remains in tael and 
only the shell is pulled out. In ihis 
case, the plutf is turned to the correct 



position and removed. More common, 
however, the tailpiece is pulled 
through I he plale. this, of course; 
destroys the plate which must be 
removed and replaced.

In the last three articles we have 
used Ohm's Law and KirchofPs 
Voltage Law (KVL) to help define the 
electrical characteristics of a circuit. 

I.*p unlil now, however, we have been 
defining these characteristics ivlalivc 
toaserieseircuil, 

As described In last month's article, 
a series circuit allows only one path 
tor She current to travel, Starting from 
the power source, the current travels 
around a single loop or circuit lo the 
first load. After passing through the. 
first load the current continues 
through the Lcici-p 1o ihe next bad. This 
goes on until the loop returns to the 
power source. (See itlnstraii&n 1.) 
Because there is only erne palh for the 
current lo follow, if the path is broken 
any when. 1 in ihe circuit, the current 
ceases lo How anywhere in 1 lie circuit. 
(See iltustrati&tt 2J 

For a series circuit, we know: 

-By KVI„ all the voltage rises must 
equal all l hi? voltage drops, or, ihe 
source voltage must equal the total 
load voltage. 

-'line current in a series- circuit is 
the same at all points in the circuit, 

■By adding the resistance of each 
load, we can determine the LuUil 
circuit resistance, 

-Dividing the source voltage by the 
>ui] i-ircuh resistance l:iv.-. ■;-. ihe 
circuit current. 

-Multiplying the circuit current by 
the resistance of each load yields the 
actual voltage across each load. 

Another type of circuit is the 
parallel circuit. En a parallel circuit 
each load is connected directly to ihe 
voltage source, (See illustmSton X) As 
a result, the current has as many 
paths to follow as there are loads. 

Now, you may remember, els loads 
are added lo a series circuit, ihe 
resistance is increased. With a parallel 
circuit, however, as we add loads, ihe 
total resistance as seen from the. 
voltage source is decreased. 
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The reason for this is simple. We 
have previously described the effect of 
resistance em a series circuit using a 
sleuce. Because the water of this 
sleuce has only one path, as we add 
Loads or barriers In the sleuce, we 
cause more resistance to the flow of 
water, yielding a slower flow of water. 

In a parallel circuit, on the other 
hand, by attaching the load directly to 
the voltage source we are opening a 
whole new circuit. In other words, 
Instead of adding a barrier to the 
sleuce for every load* we are actually 
adding another branch that the water 
can flow through, reducing the 
resistance. 

T>H.-cause a parallel circuit has all 
J3 loads attached directly lo the 
voltage source, the voltage is the same 
for all branches. (See illustration 4 "J 
The current through each branch, on 
the other hand, changes and is 
dependent on the resistance of each 
branch. Therefore, we can compute 
the current through each branch by 
using Ohm's Law: I n - E^/R^; * r here 
i n is the current of a given circuit or 
bi'iituh "n," E s i» Ihe source voltage, 
and R n is the resistance of a given 
circuit or branch "n." 

Kor instance, if we have an electric 
strike wiih a resistance of -I ohms and 
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a source voltage of 12 volts, we can 
determine the currenl in amps for that 
branch by dividing the 12 volis by the 
4 ohms or : I2v/4£1 - 3 amps. 

Now, the total current, l^ p of a 
parallel tircull is equal to the sum of 
the currents of all the: branches in the 
circuit The following equation (whirh 
Fm sure looks familiar) shows this 
relationship:

If you said to yourself that this 
equation looks very much like KVL 
you're absolutely right. Only in this 
case, this is a variation of Kirch offs 
Current Law, ant] it applies to parallel 
circuits, 

For example, a parallel circuit has 
three branchcs h each branch has one 
strike, the first branch has a current of 
3 amps, the second branch 1.5 amps 
and the third branch ,35 amps, (See 
illitslmiwn 6.) Using the equation we 
have a total current of: 

■5 amps - 1,5 amps ■+ .;55 amps - 
4.85 amps. 

Like we did with previous 
equations, we can take and modify il 
to find various unknown specifications 
such as the resistance of [fie whole 
parallel circuit or the equivalent

resistance, 

Using Ohm's Law to solve for 

current, I - E/R, let's put E/R in place 
of the I for our equation:

Of course, we can't stop here. 
Remembering that the voltage is the 

same for all branches of a parallel 
circuit, we can divide the source 
voltage (E s ) out of the equation, 
leaving us with:

two short cuts for 



determining the resistance of a 
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parallel circuit. The first is tor a group 
Of resistors or loads ALL WTTH THE 
SAME HKSISTANCE VALUE. Take 
the resistance value oi one of the loads 
and divide it by the total number of 
loads, For example, if all (hree of the 
electric strikes in our last circuit has 
resistance values of 8 ohms then the 
equivalent resistance is equal to: 

R^SQ/3- 2.67ft 

The second shortcut can he used 
for only two resistors or loads of 
different values, In this case the 
equivalent resistance is equal to the 
product divided by there sums. For 
example, putting two strikes in 
parallel the resistance of one is a 
ohms ami the resislanee of the second 
is 4,33 ohms; finding the equivalent 
resistance is: 

= 8X4,33/8 + 4.33 

-34,64/12.33 

- 2.81Q 

Being able to determine the 
equivalent resistance of course, 
allows lis to determine the total 
current without adding each separate 
branch current together. Using Ohm's 
Law: 

k = V R t 

Now, let's set up some problems- 



We are installing two 12 volt electric 
strikes. Each unit has a currant rating 
of ,76 amps. What are the minimum 
power requirements of the power 
supply? 

First, the supply voltage in a 
parallel circuit is the same for all 
brant: hes. Therefore, because the 
strikes arc 12 volt strikes, the power 
supply must he 12 volts. 

Then, using our variation of 
Kirchoffs Current Law, we can 
determine (he amount of current that 
the power supply must be able to 
provide: 

I L = .75 amps +■ ,75 amps 

If 1.50 amps. 

This equation shows that our two- 
strikes have a current draw of 1,50 
amps. This means that the power 
supply must be able to provide at least 
1 ,5 ;mips of current at 12 volts. 

Problem two: We are given a 24 
volt, 5 amp power supply. If 
connecting in parallel, what is the 
maximum number of 24 volt, 1.25 amp 
strikes that can be used on tins power 
supply? 

We know by Kirchoffs Current 
Law that adding (he current for each 
branch together will give us the total 
circuit current. Now, because the 



maximum current the power supply 
can provide is 5 amps, we can only 
connect the number of strikes that 
together will draw 5 amps or less. 
Because the current rating for strike 
is tile same, we can simply divide the 
supply current by the current drawn 
by each strike to tell us the maximum 
number of strikes thai can be used. 

This leaves us with: 

5 amps:/ 1,25 amps = 4, 

Therefore, the maximum number 
of strikes we can connect to this 
power supply is four. To check this we 
simply add four strikes together: 

L25 amps + L25 amps + 1.25 amps 
+ 1.25 amps = 5 amps. 

Being able to determine power 
requirements is critical when working 
with electrical and electronic 
equipment. Knowing and using Ohm's 
Law and Kirchoff's Current Law are 
the tools for determining the 
compatibility of I be power source and 
the loads.

The blanks, litem selves, have long 
been a favorite among locksmiths. With 
Star Key as a primary supplier of key 
blanks to many lot: k smithing 
educational institutions, security 
professionals worldwide have learned 
their trade cutting Star blanks. 

In the past 10 years or so, the key 
blank industry has consolidated, with 
fewer and fewer manufacturers. 

Star Key sells to distributors, and not 




direct to locksmiths. It never had 
manufacturers' reps or any formal 
marketing program, I he keys basically 
sold themselves. But with its 
competitors actively marketing their 
lines and addressing distributors 
regularly.

Hie new logo was arrived at with 
feedback from several locksrnidis. r lhe 
company wanted to avoid a generic 
appearance where there is no indication 
who (he manufacturer is and where the 
key is produced. This generic 
appearance can be compared with 
generic iloei branded paper towels one 
might buy at a deep discount retail 
warehouse, such as Home Depot 

The new logo, resembling a USA 
Olympics image, has been extremely 
well received by locksmiths and their 
customers. The reverse side of die how

Traditionally, Star Key manufactured 
its blanks only in brass, Now, it 
produces nickel plated and nickel-silver 
b kinks as well. The nickel plaling is 
ductile enough to resist flaking under 
even considerable abuse, and the 
nickel-silver is mill certified top of the 
line. "I~he company also offers special 
embossing program whereby it coins a 
locksmith's name, address and phone 
number on any key ordered.

First of all, the WASP (Weight - 
Adjustable- Scale 

Pointer) is tin incredible 
manipulation tool, It is fantastic^ Other 
than the direct ions that come with it, 1 
have no negative comments. A link 
more on thai later. {See piatfogmph 1J) 

As you know, J was first introduced 
to safe coin hinal ion manipulation 
through Loekmaslers in the early 
days. Ill is was due to the efforts of 
Hairy Miller and Jim Taylor. Both of 
these learned men were re sponsible 1 
for my early 1 rain lug and competence 
ai man ipul alion. 

Along came Lockmasters and 
Clay l on Miller who carries on the 
tradition of Irachintf inanipulalion 
bcilh by oorrespoudenee and on-site 
inslruelion, lie inirodueed one of the 
first manipulation aids which 
cutisi sled of a magnifying glass and 
yellow spots that wire attached to the 
dial and riny . Thin was a vernier effect, 
and it worked although looking 
through I he glass for long periods was 
d if lu nil 

The ncxl manipulation aid that 
re volution ized the nianipulal ion 
industry was the ring and pointer 
system created by David Jjee (A good 
friend that is no longer wilh us). This 
tool consisted of several rings with a 
poinlri" 1 1 1 r«1 attached i<> ihe dial ol Ihe 
safe. < >pposite the pointer was imolluT 
magnetic pointer. 

The lool was used by bringing the 
sharpened points together on the 
ri^ht eonlaci (single point 
manipulation). When a wheel or low 
spot was found by dialing every 2 
numbers, the points would visibly 
move away from each other, Once the 
point was verified, I he pointers were 
reset and the next number was 
manipulated. 

Hie reason that this is important 
was to break down the one number 
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1 ., The WASP with rings in its carrying 
cose. Molded inserts cany and 
organize all the component parts.

increments inlo very small readable 
units. When I learned manipulation 
I h rough Loekniastcrs, we were taught 
to break the full number increments 
into eighths (3/K. W*. 3/S, <Hc. 
increments). tit later years h 
Lock masters taught thai the whole 
number increment*, lilu- between 14 
and 15 oil the dial should be broken 
down inlo tenths [i.v, il.l, 14.1*, 14. H 
etc.). I can do this, out there are 
several factors that entered into this. 

First, is llie Ihicknrss of the dialing 
index. Second is the incremental 
distance between the n umbers, and if 
I hey could be seen clearly. Next* was 
(and most imtHirlantly} is (he pressure 
thai one pui on llie dial to jjet these 
readings. IT it was not consistent then 
n ri matlcr how small llie difference 
between readings, ihe readings were 
worthless. 

lire consistent pressure on the dial 
at the drop in poi.nl was probably why 
I excelled Efcl inaniptdatioii ant I speed 
manipulation, I developed and 
practiced what I call the "feather 
touch." It made llie difference 
between success and failure many 
times, tnfortunakiy it is very hard to 
leach. 

Now, along conies the WASP. Il 
measures ihe difference" between 
numbers easily and graphically. 1 1 can 
break down full mini her increment 
into 1/20' s of a point clearly and 
easily. You can now read and measure 
(he points wilhoul guessing, 'Hie most 
important thing that Ihe WAST 
accomplishes is to give everyone the 
"Feather Touch ni L'^nsislenry' 1 
without having in do anything special. 

The WAS!* is packaged is a 
magnificeul plaslie box with molded 
inserts lor the tool and rhe 
accessories, like the rin^s and 
magnet? and pointers. The unit is easy 
to set up for either single (&ee 
photograph 2) or dual point 
mail i|iutai ion (see plwtn^rnph 3}.

I have recently taught some people 
the theory of sate lock manipulation, 
at least the theory, ami have shown 
the WASP to others lhal know already 



know how to dial a tvafe open. They 
are impressed a I how easy Ihe tool 
makes readings consistent and how 
easy it is to read the contact points. 

There is a little technique thai is 
required to use the tool. This is 
determined by the strength nf the 
contact readings and the lightness or 
looseness of the combination dial. 
Also, I have only lautfhl single point 
manipulations, but Ihe WASP is easily 
set up for traditional left and right 
contact readings, with or without the 
adjii stable weighs. 

Now, lor my recommendation, f 
Ih ink that with an improved version of 
Ihe directions, the WASE 1 can be an 
even heller tool. 

Over (lie years, 1 have found that 
people who started and could not 
finish a course on manipulation did 
have trouble with the consistent touch 
that is required for successful 
manipulation. The second major 
problem is their eyesighL or more 
correctly, the lack I hereof. Hoih of 
the si' problems are solved easily with 
the WASP, With this tool more men 
arul women will be able to manipulate 
sales open instead of d rilling them. 
This makes me both happy and sad at 
the same lime. Onward and Upward.

General Manager of Raylis Wholesale, a 
distributor of automotive locks and 
keyblanks„ handling the company's 
purchasing . sales and inventory. Also 
riming this time, Andy met. Auto 
Security Products 7 Buddy Logan, who 
hiHNi Andy to liandle ASFs advertising. 
ASF's No. 6 pictured parts catalog is just 
one sample of Andy's work for ASP. 

In 1991 Andy left Bay life and wenl tin 
work for Buddy J^Ran under his 
current title at I jock-Tight, as well as 
continuing his advertising and 
marketing role with ASP. 

When asked what he sees for the 
future of the security industry, Andy 
states that "the high tech age is today. 
Everybody wants something that, is 
more computerized, smaller, and slicker 
than what they already have.

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Impressioning The 
Master PafUock

Iyou can

impression, or if it is difficult to sec the 
impression marks, keep learning and 
pracljcing until you become urollciem. 

One of the locks thai can not be 
easily imprcssioned is the sidebar lock 
which is on GM. products and some 
Fords. The reason for this is that a lock 
has In bind to make visible marks on 
the blank key. The side bar does not 
pi'ovidc the. typical binding action we 
are familiar with, 

Locks that can be easily 
impressioiied are warded locks, pin 
tumbler, some auto locks, desk and 
cabinet locks, wafer tumbler and 
others. Many of the padlocks and 
cabinet locks are not designed to be 
taken apart, so, wilhout a code number, 
about Lhe onjy way you can make a key 
is by impressioning. 

Files are an important part of 
impressioning, and experienced 
locksmiths have their own preferences 
of files. I use a flat fine ait file to dress 
the top of the blank before starting to 
impression. To make the cuts, I use a 
fine cut round taper file, an 
impressioning file, and a Hal warded file 
for cutting steel blanks, (See photograph 
I.) When filing the aits on certain types 
of locks, [ switch between the round file 
and impressioning file. Sometimes I can 
see the impression marks better with 
one file than the other. (See photograph 
2.) Notice the taper on the 
impressioning file. It conforms to the 
taper of the cut. Jliis file was purchased 
from Foley Bel saw . catalog number 
LDHS746720. 

The keyblank has to be held by 
some means in order to impression. 
You can use a 4" vice grips or Fin 
impressioning vice grips. (See

2. An impressioning file will have a 
taper that resembles a key cut. 




3. While either type of vice grip can be 
used the impressioning vice grip (top) 

has a larger, smoother grip area that 
holds well and does not mark the key. 




photograph 3.) I like the impressioning 
vice grip's better because (he grips are 
flat and seem to hold the key tighter. 
The regular vice grips have a smaller 
holding area, with teeth, which leave 
marks on the blank. 

Let's impression a Master Padlock. 
(See photogmpk 4.) r rhis one has a code 
number, hot it is not listed in the code 
Look. Select a Master Ml keyblank and 
adjust the vice grips so the key fits 
firmly in the grip, First file a notch on 
the bottom of the blade at the point 
where it hits on the rim cm the case. 
'I his will allow more movement of the 
blank when impressioning.. (See 
fikoiogmph 5.)

Next, dress the top of the key blade 

wilh a fine, flat file to remove all 
imperfections. To obtain the spacing 
you can match the blank widi a spacing 
key or a pre cut key, or yon can insert 
(he blank in the key way and turn it in 
both directions to get the marks for 
spacing. Poll the keyblank straight 
down and turn it to the righl 1o bind, the 
pins, then move it up and down several 
times. Now turn the blank straight up 
then to (he right to bind the pins, and 
move il. up and down, a^ain, This 
procedure will bind both the front and 
rear pins.

This Teehnitip is a method [ used 
to remove a broken key from an 
aluminum store door cylinder. This 
was a Schla^e C keyway cylinder. The 
key was broken off flush with the face 
of the plug. The key filled the keyway, 
preventing insertion of a key 
extractor, and tweezers were of very 
little use, because the broken piece 
was flush with the face of the lock, I 
noticed that the bottom of the keyway, 
being open, allowed access to (he 
back of Lhe k?.y r but very little. I used a 
#55 drill bit. in a pin vise, to drill a tiny 
dimple into the bottom if the broken 
key blade. This allowed me to insert 
the tip it a sharp seriber into the 
dimple and lever the broken key out 
slightly. A second sharp seriber, from 
the side of the key blade, was used to 
hold the key in place until the first 
seriber could gain a second bite on the 
key, A couple of wiggles of the key, 
and the broken piece popped right 
out. This made the customer and 
myself very happy.
